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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Sasmazel in view of 
Limisco fail to teach "comparing the IP address of a received message against the list of IP addresses stored by the server," as applied to 
claim 1 1 . Examiner respectfully disagrees. Sasmazel teaches "comparing the IP address of a received message against the list of IP 
addresses stored by the server (Sasmazel, Claims 1 and 4) . The eticket used in Sasmazel's invention is made up of an IP address and 
various other authentication information. The information is hashed then used to authentication. The IP address is transitively compared 
since if an unauthorized user attempted to again access via an eticket with the wrong IP address the unauthorized user would not be 
allowed access. There the IP address is compared. Further applicant argues that Sasmazel in view of Limisco fail to teach "Storing a list 
of each logged in user and a reference IP address collected during the login procedure," as applied to claim 2. Examiner again 
respectfully disagrees. Sasmazel teaches toring a list of each logged in user and a reference IP address collected during the login 
procedure (Sasmazel, Claim 4 and Col. 3 Lines 1 - 7,). Sasmazel is showing how a user needs to be authorized. We already know that 
with each authorization an IP address is used for authentication information. One of ordinary skill in the art would know that a user who is 
being authorized will be on a list of authorized users, by the very nature of an authorized system preventing access to unauthorized users. 
Therefore, it is well known that there would be a list of authorized users, and in this case eash authorized user will have a corresponding 
IP address used in their authentication information. 
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
